3. "In a recant atatement made on the floor of the liouae of 
Repraaentativaa in which he characterized 'containeriaation' 
aa a 'revolution in traneportatlon ', Congressman Paelly of 
Vaahlngton had thia to eay about labor's reaction to the 
developing system 

■Of groat consequence ie the question of how the workers 
involved in thia technological tranaformation — longshor 
man, truckers, and others—will react. Certainly they 
era confronted by many difficult decisions. They are 
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faced with the unpleasant prospect of gradual loss of 
thouaanda of jobs. It la likewise clear that the desiand 
■ay be Bade upon then for drastic revision of aany 
historic working practices and conditions These two 
considerations alone suggeat a husan problem of tremen¬ 
dous magnitude and one that is packed with explosive force. 

'Another labor issue is the danger of jurisdictional 
diaputea as new operations bring about new work patterns. 
For example who is to drive the trailer from terminal 
to shipsids-tenmater or longahoreman? Or to select 
another possibility, who will handle the assembly of 
cargo into vans or other containera when it is performed 
at terminals close to the waterfront? Or who ia to 
operate and service the new equipment that will be 
required on the wuterfront to handle vana and other 
large containera? Alreudy there are indications of 
competition for what looks like a ahnnking number of 
joba 

In October of 19^7 the ILWV held a caucus in Portland 
Oregon, at which representatives from all ports candidly 
diacusaed the alternative of further resisting and delaying 
■echaniistion and containerization ue against negotiating 
a contract embracing the full use of labor-saving 
equipment with maximum protection for the welfare of the 
workers." 

"Even now, we are about to enter into negotiations for a 
renewgl of the Pacific Coaatwide longshore agreement As 
a part of theae negotiationa we will have to come to 
grips' with some phases of this very complicated problem 
The hopeful thing is thut both purtiea recognize that 
although the issues to be faced are complex difficult to 
work out and time-consuming, nevertheless the better approach 
is through negotiation rather than a continuation of the 
previous union policy of 'guerrilla resistance "

You asked me to find out something about Mr. Sears 
Hallett, publisher of Modern Materials Handling magazine 
in connection with the attached letter inviting Mr. Hoffs 
to speak at the University of California, i am attaching 
the masthead from Modern Materials Handling magazine which 
shows the considerable staff and national organization in¬ 
volved.

It ia my opinion that Modern Materials Handling, while 
definitely presenting and promoting management's viewpoint 
particularly on the subject of automation developments, does 
nevertheless seek out labor's viewpoint from time t.o time. 

This is the publication which recently requested an article 
by Mr. Hoffa on the subject of automation, which Jim Harding 
prepared, that you approved, and which has now been mailed 
to this publication. The fact that they have sought out Mr. 
Hoffa's opinion would seem to me that. Mr. Hallett would be a 
worthy co-panelist. 

I know Gordon Thomas, associate editor of Modern 
Materials Handling, and could conceivably ask him about Mr. 
Hallett, but I do not believe it would serve any purpose in 
terms of real information, and would only get back directly 
to Mr. Hallett that we had attempted to che’k him out. 

Please let us know if you want us to follow up further 
on this matter, particularly on the matter of setting up ar¬ 
rangements for Mr. Hoffa to appear at the University of Califor¬ 
nia.

Often be (iml* that 
there i* no good reason for routinning, or for rout inning 
with the same method. \ml he routes up with important 
- is mu- for his company. 

Only last Meek. I heard of a man who attended a materi¬ 
als handling seminar and left the meeting tired with en¬ 
thusiasm. He was ronvinred that he could -ave ' ’.(> t . hum 
per year for hi* company. Six months later he had revised 
hi* estimate. The new figure: $200,000. He was amazed at 
the opportunities for saving' that lie uncovered hIiiii In* 
asked the ipiestion “why"' about hi* handling operations. 

^ e also hear of men hIio seem to run out of ideas. 
Ihey’ve done a good job of improving materials handling 
operations in their plant, but they don’t see much more to 

done. When that happen*, the questioning attitude i* 
their most valuable tool. 

It’s easy on the jobs we've dime ourselves to assume 
there’s nothing more that «an he done. Yet. if we look at 
those operations with the eye of an outsider, the eve of a 
man who’s seeing them for the first time, we may he 
shoeked at what we see. 

For the materials handling man. failure to he eritieal 
rail he deadlv. The best antidote i« a strong dose of the 
questioning attitude, with frequent repetition of the ques¬ 
tion “why.”

What 11 managements position? l)o they have a 
unity of opinion? What ia it? 

To find out, 4 1MII surveved < ompany presidents 
from coast to roa*t, in all industries. Sixty of these men 
look time to read the first article in this series and fill 
out the questionnaire. 

From their replies, seven basic principle* evolved 
which the majority agreed are worth fighting for. 
These principles, if adopted as management s uniform 
basis for negotiation, could go far in safeguarding in¬ 
dustry's ability to rut its cost to meet the competition 
from abroad without hurting lahor i true interests. 

Mere are the principles and management s reaction to 
them: 

On Faotharbadding, Jab Freezing 

I. The company hat the right to tailor lit work fone 
to the actual rrauirements of equipment used iu long at 
uorken' health and safety are not impaired. 

‘1. The comftany should not accept or pay for uork 
done nor for work mat u not a valuable service. 

All rrsjHindrnt* said “yes” to both principles. Thesr 
two principles are designed to present the job-freezing, 
featlirrlxdding and jurisdictional rehandling practices 
dewril>ed in Part I. Van containers would not be opened 
on the pier* and emptied by longshoremen. Longshore 
gang* would he tailored to the actual needs of the job, 
not *rt arbitrarily at, say 20 men |>er Hatch. The classic 
problem of the railroad fireman would be solved, as 
would thr extra crane cab operator in strrl mills. 

On 'Sharing' Machanizalian ‘Savings' 

3. The company u entitled to all of the tarings re 
lulling from the introduction of labor-saving equip 
mrnt.
